ANOTHER PIRACY FROM BIAS BAY 


‘Surprise Attack on Chinese-owned Steamer from Singapore: 
Pirates Again Deck Passengers: Foreigners 
Taken as Hostages 





Hongkong, Jan. 31. 

‘The stamer Scang Bee (Chinese- 
owned but flying the British flag) 
Was pirated on her way here from| 
Singapore and taken to Bias Bay,| 
the pirate lair near Hongkong. The| 
vessel is expected at Hongkong at| 
noon, 

Tt'is believed that five foreigners} 
have been taken as hostages, but 
there are no further details. 


Attack 
Later 

‘The Seang Beo, a vessel of 6,000 
tons, is the largest vessel pirated 
‘on tho China Sea, She left Singa-| 
ore on January 24 with over 700 
‘Qhinese passengdrs and was duo 
in Hongkong shortly before the 
New Year. 

‘When the vessel was three days| 
away from Singapore 38 pirates in 
the guise of deck passengers took 
ponaeasion of the ship. 

While the captain and officers 
were having breakfast. in the 
saloon six pirates suddenly appear- 
ed and fired revolver shots over 
thelr heads. In the meantime, four| 
pirates rushed on the bridge, com- 
pletely surprising the third officer. 

‘The ship was soon at the mercy! 
of the pirates, who ransacked the 
officers’ and passengers’ cabins and 
sojzed the ship's armoury. They 
forced the officers at the Point of 
revolvers to steor for Bias Bay.

M, Porterfield of the faculty of St.

_ At last when it looked as if the 
city must be surrendered the sound 
‘of guns was heard in the distance 
and after many an anxious day and 
night the news went round that the 
besieging army had gone vetreatir 
before the Ist National Army of 
Feng Yuchsiang. ‘The siege had 
Insted 228 days and probably 20,000 
or 30,000 had died within the city.

rights, was not binding on China, 
insofar that it is a recognized 
principle of law that trademarks 
fare valid only in the country of 
their origin and cannot be transfer- 
rod to another firm of manu- 
facturers, His Honour refused to 
accept this interpretation, however.

‘We could keop an animal with a me 
to tend it for a mere song, Ser- 
view everywhere was unexeelled. 
Club fees were low, a whiskey-sod: 
‘eost about 10 cents, everyone knew 
everyone else, social life was all 
‘that could be desired, and in every’ 
sense life was life,’ The Chinese 
respected us, and ie were inpel- 

to respect them for portraying 
in thoir daily life and habitade the 
cardinal theories which, regretful-

China was, indeed, a most desir- 
able country to live in, from the 
foreigner’s point of view, 20 or so 
years ago, but, in the words’ of a 
Popular Sunday comic-page, “them 
days is gono for ever.” Despite 
many significant evidences on the 
surface of the national life,’ how-| 
ever, that look distinetly as’if the 
‘contrary were true, I think foreign. 
era generally still believe in the 
real Chinese people, By this I 
mean the unconscious, incongruous, 
lovable masses of the Chinese, If 
we can put our ‘hands upon the 
firebrands, there we discover’ the 
danger spots. These fircbrands, 
unfortunately, are on the increase 
and their power apparently is in 
the ascendant, Indeed, they yet 
may plunge their country into 

ivers of human blood. Before 1927 
parsed over our heads, the toll 
of human life may be greater than 
it has been for many a decade. 

Still, Chinese history, if it teaches 
anything at all, tells us that, even 
among the long-suffering masses, 
there is a limit to human endur- 
ance. When that limit has been 
reached, they unerringly have risen 
to quell the tyranny of their in- 
tolerablo ruler. One inclines to 
think that this present lack of any 
sort of. government worthy the 
name surely is sufficiently intoler- 
able a ruler, 


Hope the Great Human Anchor 

Hope, however, springs eternal, 
and though the condition of China 
‘cannot well be worse, there is 
something in the human mind that 
‘unconsciously elings to hope for 
better times., It is at this season 
of the year that friends wish for 
th other that better times may 
lie immediately ahead. Years ago, 
it scemed to me, Christmas began 
‘a day or two before Santa Claus 
‘appeared, and by a day or two 
after Boxing Day we had felt that 
Christmas had gone, and that we 
had to wait a day or two for the 
New Year, Not so to-day. As 
soon as December appears, we are 
found already immersed" in the
